Jerusalem, April 24.—My friend*, w* 


meet today for itiv worship uf God in 
traditionally one of the must renowned 
lieeting pUc«* iu tU« whole earth. 
Tradition ha* It that thin i« ilie same 
**upp*r room" whk-b was uwued hy UIM 
friendly to our Lord and his ducipie* 
and who granted it as their meeting 
place on several occasions most Ulti- 
mately associated with the iuaugura- 
UOD of Christianity. 
Truditiuu also 


has It that this U the room mentioned 
by St. Mark in our text, where the 
disciples with the Ixjrd partuuk of 
the last Jewish Passover Supper, after 
which Jesus instituted the Eucharist 
or Lord's Supper as au antit.vpk.-ttl me- 
morial, taking the place of the Fuss- 
over to all who accept Jesus as the 
Passover Lamb—"The Lamb of God 
which taketh away the sin of the 
world" (Jobu 1. i3); "Christ our Pass- 
oxer is slain, therefore let us keep the 
feast" (I Corinthians v. 7, Si. 
1 


Tradition assures us that this is the ] 


Bauie room uieutiuned in the Book of 
Acts (i. 1C) as the place where the 
Apostles resided and assembled for 
worship during the ten days following 
the Lord's ascension—the same "upper 
room." therefore, in which was mani- 
fested the acceptance of all the con- ' 
sec-rated followers of Jesus into Cove- , 
naut relationship with God as "mem- ' 
bers of the Body of Christ, which is . 
the Church." Of course, our permis- : 
sion to use this room for a public serr- ' 
fc« today was obtained only by pre- 
arr&ugeinent with those having it in : 
charge. True, traditions are not al- | 
Trays reliable. Surely. In almost every ' 
ether part of the world it would be 
ausurd to think of the preservation of 
the identity of a house like this for 
more than eighteen* centuries. 
But 


here we have most peculiar condi- 
tions- 
The inhabitants of this land 


seem to have been content to leave 
things just as they found them from ' 
generation to generation, merely mat- ' 
ing euch alight repairs as were from 
time to time found necessary. Here ' 
visitors come, look and depart, filled 
with a sacred awe. and have done BO ' 
for centuries, and the inhabitants, ; 
each intent upon his own business, < 
have ignored this in a manner hardly 
imaginable by Europeans. It is possi- >, 
ble therefore that tradition in this case ! 
and in other instances hereabouts, baa 
located correctly. Just as !n Rome the 
prison in which Paul was confined is 
Indicated by tradition with apparent _ 
accuracy. 


Chriat Our PaMovar. 


We are favored not only in respect 


to the use of the room, but additional- 
ly in respect to the time of our visit ' 
and our use of it. This, according te , 
Jewish reckoning, is the first day of 
Passover Week—it begA last evening ' 
at 6 o'clock. The three hours preced- 
ing that marked the time of onr Lord's 
death and the begging by Joseph of 
Arimathea for the privilege of bury- \ 
Ing bis body in his new tomb and the 
hasty taking of our Lord from the . 
cross and getting him only partially I 
embalmed and the tomb closed and 
sealed before 6 o'clock—this day be- 
ginning at G o'clock being amongst ! 
the Jews, as the Apostle declared, an - 
"high day." a Sabbath day of special ! 
«acrednes« as the beginning of the 
Passover Feast-Week. 


As we look back to that memorable 


occasion we can sympathize with the j 
Apostles and early believers in the 
blighting of all of their hopes by the 
apparent failure of Jesna to make good 
bis claim of Messiahsbip. We can im- j 
agine better than we can describe their j 
dejection, their disappointment. On 
the next day. corresponding to to-mor- j 
row. tn« two with whom Jesus met on 
the way to Cmmaus said sadly, "We 
nad trusted that it had been he who . 
shouid have redeemed Israel" (Luke' 
niv, 21). 


They bad hoped that his miracles.' 


corroborating bis teaching, when he f 
"spake as never man spake," were • 
evidences that he was 
the 
Mcs- j 


•iah. Tbey bad built their hopes, as 
Jews, that now finally God's promises 
to tbelr nation would be fulfilled—that 
Israel should be exalted in the earth 
In name and fame and power and au- 
thority to bles3 and to instruct "all the 
f; -nilies of the earth." 
They had' 


hoped that Messiah would be the great 
King under whose bentiicent reign, as 
the great Mediator beiween God and' 
men. 
the long-promised blessing would 


come to the earth. They had hoped' 
also for * personal Khar* with him in' 
tit" (lories of bi» Kingdom, according j 
to hia own words—"T« »ball sit with' 
me on twelve thrones, judging (ruling) J 
the twelv* tribw of Israel" (Mattbewj 
xix, 
28t.

to leave tb*m DOC only deviate in 
bean themselves, but despised by their 
neighbors as deceived fanatics. This 
i* the anuiversary. dear friends, of a 
day that was very sad ID our brethren 
of 1877 yt-ars ago. 


"M«*»* and All the Prophets." 


Row different is our attitude of mind 


that we are able to see, to praise Uod 
und to rejoke that Jesus died; that 
he Buffered, "the Just for the unjust," 
that his death might constitute the 
Ransom-Price for Adam and all hi* 
race. This light upon the sufferings 
of Christ began to shine into the hearts 
of the Apostles on the day of our 
Lord's resurrection, corresponding to 
to-morrow. The oil for that li^ht lay 
hidden iu the words of Moses and all 
the Prophets of Israel. 
But it was 


necessary that our Lord, having risen 
from the dead to be the great anti- 
typical Hijfh Priest, .-.li-mld trim the 
lamp of Dhaie Truth that the light 
might shine out to all of his people, 
ail of his -members." all of the "Royal 
Priesthood." all who are In the con- 
secrated condition of heart, symbolical- 
ly represented by the "holy" of Israel's 
Tabernacle- 


Mark how gently and bow wisely 


the Lord permitted the light to shine 
in gradually upon his faithful few. 
The eyes of their understanding must 
not be blinded by an instantaneous 
Bash. Gradually, as they were able 
to beat it, the good tidings of hia 
resurrection from the dead to glory, 
honor and immortality on the divine 
plane must be made known to them. 
The first intimations were from the 
women of the company who had gone 
with spices, after the "high day," on 
the morning of the third day to com- 
plete the work of embalming the Lord. 
They reported first, that be was gone 
from the sepulchre, aud secondly, that 
they had seen some angels who toid 
them that he was risen from the dead. 
And later Mary had reported that she 
bad seen the Lord and clasped him by 
the feet and that he had said to her, 
"I mm not yet ascended to my Father; 
but go to my brethren and say unto 
them, 1 ascend unto my Father, and 
your Father; and to my God. and your 
God" (John xx, 17). Jesus said to tell 
the disciples that be would meet them 
in Galilee, as he had said to them 
before. These bewildering experiences 
were merely leading gradually on. pre- 
paring the disciples for the 
fuller 


knowledge of the facts. 


It was rhe same day (corresponding 


to to-morrow afteruooni that the Lord 
overtook two of the sorrowing 'disci- 
ples as they walked into the country 
to spend' tfie night. 
Here again be 


would not shock them and overpower 
them by a vision of his glorious pres- 
ence such as smote down Saul of Tar- 
sus on his way to Damascus, "shining 
above the brightness of the sun at 
noon-day;" on the contrary be as- 
sumud a body of flesh and traveler's 
clothing and talked sympathetically 
with the two sorrowing ones. 
After 


hearing their woes and sorrows he 
must have astonished them with his 
knowledge of the Scriptures, as well 
as by bis sympathy, saying to them, 
"O foolish and slow of heart to believe 
all that the prophets have spoken:'* 
(Luke xxir. 25.1 Tbey had been wiiling 
to believe something of what the 
Prophets had spoken—the glorious 
things, the happifying things pertain- 
ing to Messiah's Millennial glory. But 
they had been slow to believe the 
prophets" other testimonies to the ef- 
fect that the Redeemer must be "led 
as a Lamb to the slaughter." must be 
the sin-offering, must be despised and 
rejected of men. must be lifted tip on 
the cross as the antitype of the "brazen 
serpent." and must be raised from the 
dead by the power of the Father to 
the glory, honor and immortality of 
his great station as Prophet Priest. 
Mediator. King, the antitype of Mel- 
chizedek. for the fulfilment to Israel 
and the world of all of God's great 
premises.

Then said Jesus, in view of these ex- 


positions. "Ousrht not Christ to have 
suffered these things and to enter into 
his glory?" What els* should be ex- 
pected? Did be not foretell his own 
death? And did he not foretell his own 
resurrection? And were you not too 
confused to understand his teachings 
to the fall? Did not your minds run 
more to the coming glory than to what 
he said to you respecting the necessity 
that yon should "watch and pray lest 
ye enter into temptation" and lose all! 
your part and hope under these trying I 
conditions? A little later, in the same' 
day. he appeared in the "upper room." j 
traditionally thta very room—the doors;

Traditionally this saw* won 
derful "upper room" witnessed that 
outpouring of Divine blessing and 
favor, which came only upon con 
crated believers and has come upon 
the same class, aud upon none other, 
from that day unto *uis— begetting 
tbetn individually by the holy Spirit 
to tbe divin;- nature with its promises 
of glory, honor aud immortality to tbe 
faithful, in association with the Lord 
Jesus Iu his Millennial Kingdom. 


That blessing, was a partial fulfil- 


ment of the Lord's word through the 
Prophet Joel, namely of that portion 
which says. "In thos* days will I pour 
out of my Spirit upon my servants 
and upon my handmaids" (Joel U. 28i 
We are glad, dear friends, that what 
occurred at thut first Pentetosi and 
what has continued all through this 
Gospel Age. of Pentecostal blessing 
ii|-on each individual member of the 
Body, of Christ, is merely a foretaste 
of God's great favor towards Adam's, 
race. As St. James declares (L 181 the 
Church is merely "a kind of flrst-fruits 
unto God of his creatures." True, tbe 
first-fruits in this case is tbe very 
choicest—our Lord, the glorious Head 
and High Priest, and bis saintly fol- 
lowers the antitypical under-priests of 
the Royal Priesthood. 
But a great 


blessing is yet to come, for there shall 
come a still greater outpouring of 
God's Spirit as mentioned in the same 
prophecy in the words. "After those 
days, saith the Lord. I will pour out 
my Spirit upon all flesh: and your sons 
and your daughters shall seek for me. 
and your young men shall see actually 
what your- ancients dreamed of." 


This will bare Its fulfillment during 


the Millennial Age. not That the world 
in general will be begotten of the 
boly Spirit to a spirit nature like unto 
the angels and like unto Christ, as in 
our case, but the Lord has promised 
to take away the stony heart and to 
give a heart of flesh to ail the willing 
and obedient of mankind during that 
Millennial Day. In such, a right spirit 
shall be renewed as they become obedi- 
ent to the gracious arrangements of 
Messiah's universal Empire and that 
right spirit in man. that right disposi- 
tion, will be the holy Spirit—God's 
Spirit or disposition. It was given to 
man originally when he was created 
perfect, upright, in the image and 
likeness of God. It was lost by sin 
and displaced by a spirit of selfishness 
and sometimes by a spirit of devilish- 
ness. It will be the great work of that 
thousand years of Messiah's Kingdom 
to lift mankind out of sin and selfish- 
ness and death and to restore the will- 
ing and obedient to all that was lost 
in Adam and redeemed by tbe merit 
of the sacrifice at Calvary. With the 
close of the Millennial Kingdom. tJod 
shows us that all who will not have 
attained to the possession of his holy 
Spirit will be destroyed in the Second 
Death. Then there shall be no more 
sighing, nor crying, nor dying, no more 
sin. no more sorrow, for all the 'former 
things of sin and death shall have 
passed away. It will be Christ on the 
throne who will make all things new. 


Supper In th* Upper Room. 


In closing we ask that in connection 


with what we have just said respect- 
ing this "Upper Room" and the bless- 
ings here conferred, you do not for- 
get tbe special privilege which some 
twenty or thirty of us enjoyed in this 
same room on Friday evening last. 
We remind you afresh that that even- 
ing, after six o'clock, corresponded to 
the night in which our Lord with hi* 
disciples first celebrated the memorial 
of his own death with the loaf and 
with the cup. traditionally in this same 
"Upper Room." Incidentally we remark 
that the early Christian Church used 
this same Jewish reckoning in the an«j 
nu.il celebration of our Lord's death 
and resurrection, but that, later on. 
tbe method of calculating the date was 
slightly modified so that this year 
Good Friday and Easter, according to 
the revised Episcopalian Calendar, oc- 
curred nearly a month ago—March 
25-27. I feel sure that as long as 1 
live I shall not forget the blessed ex- 
periences of Friday evening and its 
memorial celebration, in this" "Upper 
Room," of the great event which 
means so much to tbe Church and to 
tbe work!—which symbolizes tbe pre- 
cious sacrifice of Christ and also, as 
the Apostle explains, symbolizes tbe 
participation of all the faithful mem- 
bers of Christ in his sacrifice—in tbe 
broken loaf and to the cup of wblcb 
we partake antltypically. 
May we. 


dear friends, prove so faithful to our 
consecration Vows that we will be in- 
cluded by our glorious Lord amongtt 
those who shall be counted worthy to 
share also his tup of joy and glory— 
participation In his Millennial King- 
dom and bis glorious work of 
all tbe tamlUM of the mrta!
